Railways 1o the Pacific,
From (he Tribums,

Lieutenant-Colonel J, H, Simpson, of the En-
fincer Corps, has made a report to the Interior
Pepartment. in referance to the Pactfio Butlroads
10w In process of construction. In compliance
with tho net of OQongress of July 1, 1862, and the
several amendatory aots thereol, six companies
luve necepled the provisions of the law, and
have orgsnized o budld the roads and branches,
The Union Pacific Company is suthorized to
build a road from the 100th meridian to the west-
orn boun@iry of Nevadn Territory, and also from
the westorn boundary of fown to the 100th meri
dian, W. B, Ogden, of the Tlinois Contral, is
Prosident of the Board of Comumissioners, snd
General John A. Dix of the road,

The construelion began at Omaba, and the
grading ol one hundred pules has been com-
pleted, It is expected that sixty miles of the
road will be completed by the Iatter purt of
January, snd one hundred miles by July, The
Eastern division of this rosd hing also bailt sixty
miles of rond, bul it doer not geem Lo have satla
fied the demands of the Interfor Departinent.
Some diffenlty feems to have avisen between its
management uand the road under General Dix,
The Board of Commissiopors reported that the
portton _of the road completed wss no! per-
fect, nud i's President has promised to roform
it. In case it should reach the 100th meridian
before the Union Poeeitte, it may continue its
track until it meets the Central Pacifie. No bonds
will be i1sfued nut ] thi« meridian 4 reached, The
Centrul Pacitio rond rons east trom Saotwmoento,
and wall meet the Union branch at or near Salt
Lauke Cliy.

The engineering on this work will b2 stupen-
dous. On leaving Sacramento 1l will cross the
Slerra Nevadas,, The ticst ity miies after leay-
ing Sueramento earey It up 1o the western slope
of the Siermn Nevadg, attainiog an elevation of

Toe whole
voud must be built’ by Jaly, 1876, and 50 miles
within the first two yoars,

bubldiug o raflwuy from rthe Atlantic to the
Pacittio s rapidly progeessing,  We presume the
frat connection will De made b Salt Lake City.
The Union Line, which seems to be makiog the
most headway, will conneet the Eastern cities
with the Western, at St, Louis, which will thus

be in rallroal 1mporsance the mamn ¢ty o
Amenien, s fnends indalge the hope that it
will be finished wn four or live wvears, Th

Norihern ling will probably be tinished in tea
years, This will Be imporftant in the tact that
it will ebaorh the DnitisicAmerican teade, The
project of a Southern hrmuch geems to have been
abandoned, put we presume only temporvarily.
